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PREFACE 



The Office of Planning, Research and Evaluation has initiated 
a major Student Follcw-up Research Project, a continuing and com- 
prehensive Loop College effort which includes longitudinal compon- 
ent studies of intra-semester, end-of -semester , and inter-semester 
student retention and effectiveness, and follow-ups of graduated, 
transferred and other individual students and student groups. 

The;:^ntra-semester component-enables the College to identify 
, and study, at the time of their withdrawal, all students who with- 
draw from one or more pTasses or from a curriculum during a given 
semester. It is designed to follow the progress and achievement 
of individual students while they are enrolled, i.e^,. while they are 
still at the College and while there may still be t'ime to help and 
retain them. 

« 

The end-of -semester component is designed as a planning tool to 
, provide basic statistical information on initial and final enrollments 
^ and on student retention* and effectiveness in each class section and 
\ for all courses and programs. It includes data and analyses of maximum 
class size or ajssigned capacity; of the utilization of Loop's full ep- 
rollment potential; of the College's utilization of its net assignable 
space for instruction; *of final grade distributions and other 'Student 
achievements. 

The inter-semester component, of which this survey is an example, 
identifies and follows students who were enrolled in a semester but 
did not return for the next one. Students who return to Loop after 
being out for oni^ or more semesters wiTl ^^^o be studied in this com-- 
ponent, as well as those who dp not intend to continue their education; 

Special follow-up studies are designed to discover what is. hap- \^ 
pening to students after they le^ve the College. For Wample, what 
are students accomplishing after they complete a specific tlegree or 
certificate program or even .one course; after they transfer to another 
- school; after they take a job or seek employment; and, to what extent 
has Loop contributed to their progress? . ,

A follow-up survey, which is part of Loop College's continuing 
and comprehensive Student Follow-up Research Project, was planned 
to contribute tov/ard a better understanding of Loop College students 
.and their educational and career objectives. The survey was designed 
to help the College meet the needs of the individual student and to 
be useful for iifloroving retention and the effectiveness of the College's 
instruction, programs and services. 

Of the 10,402 students initially enrolled in Fall 1972, a total 
of 4,529 were identified through the Registrar's recofds as students 
who did not return \x\ Spring 1973. Two hundred and s ^venty-four , or 
3% of the total enrollment, did not' return because they graduated at 
the. end of the Fall 1972 semester. However, 4,255 of those who did 
not return, or 41% of the total initial enrollment, did not graduate. 
This is a significant inter-semester attrition. * 

In October il973, a uniform questionnaire^A/as sent to all 4,a29 
of these former students. The goal was to reach' as many of them as 
possible for thei,r honest opinions aVid attitudes toward Loop College; 
for iriformation about some of their b^sic characteristics; for the , 
purposes for which they attended thelCollege; for a brief report on' 
their accomplishments; for their own Explanations fof leavl'hg and not 
returning. , ' ' 

To thosfe who did not respond, a second ra^^uest was mailed six 
ks later. \By July 15, 1974, 942 ,"\)r lover 12% of the non-graduated, 
d 139, or alrtiosty 51% of the graduated, a total of 1,081, or nearly 
vof the total mailing, had ■ responded.! This was the first time a 
stiitly of this n$tur^,,^nd scope was ever attempted at Loop 'College,

Almost tv/o-thirds af the students said they 
achieved their stated purpose or "succeeded" 
at* Loop. The College considers this one of 
the most important indicators* of its own

About two-thirds of those who were in ittten- 
dance at other schools said that they were 
adequately prepared at Loop. Many, however, 
stated 'in one way 'or another that there 
should be greater articulation for* transfer 
t)etween the eclucational programs at Loop and 
those of four-year, institutions/ 

Approximately 24% of the^ employed students 
said they received preparation at Loop'^for 
their present job; and 26% of^the unemployed 
were looking for a job for which they had / 
received preparation at Loop.

I. Introduction and Background 

In October 1973, as part of Loop Colleae's continuing and compre- 
hensive Student Follow-up Research Project, the Office of Planning* 
Research and Evaluation mailed out a survey qaestionnaire to 4,529 
Loop College students, who were identified tihrough the Registrar's 
records as having been ennje4=^ in the Fall 1972 seinestef , but did 
not return in Spring 1973rbecause they graduated or vvithdrew. Of 
this group, 27,4 or 3% of the total Fall 1972 initial enrollment of 
10^,402 did not return because' tht^y were graduated and :5, 255, or 41% 
of the full initial enrollment, did not return for -other reasons,, a 
significant inter-semester at^ition. Students (vho withdrew could 
have completed the Fall 1972 semester without returning the follow,- / 
ing semester or else could have^ withdrawn at some time during that ^ 
semester. After* six weeks, a second mailing was sent to all of 
those who had npt returned their questionnaire by' then. The ques- 
tionnaire form' (Appendix I, p. 49) was designed so that it could serve 
to obtain the responses of both graduated and non-graduated students* 

, ' The study was not based on formal scientific sampling tech^ ^ 
niques. ^The attempt was simply to collect as many returns as. 
possible, i.e, to reach as many of these former students as pos- 
sible for their hone^st opinions and attitudes toward Loop College; 
for information about some of their basic characteristics; for 
the purposes for which they atteaded the College; for their ac- 
complishments; for their explanaW^s for leaving and not return- 
ing. This was the first time a studV Qf this nature and scope was^ 
ev.er attempted at Loop College.- It \4a^nt§nded that the results 
be useful toward a better understanding oT^Loop College students^ 
and their educational and career object! \^es\and for improving the 
effectiveness of the CoTIege's instruction, kpgrams and services in 
meeting the needs of the individual student.

^es. A ninth resppnse permitted the students tii iden't^y and 
cA4i>ain other, unspecified purposes in writing.- These writeHn or 
itrdirect responses are analyzed in detail elsewhere- (See Supplement 
III). Table II, p. 12 shows the distribution, among the nine cate- 
gories, of a total of 1 ,026 valid responses to ih'is question.

Close to 86% of the graduated stud.^tits. who responded tja^^e the 
completion of a two-year program as th^lT' ma.in purpose: 7b% for 
transfer. to a four-year college and nearly 10% for an occut)ational 
degree (-Responses 3 and 5). Fewer than- 27% of those who did" not 
graduate said that they wished to complete a two-year program. Of . 
these, only 18.6% wanted to complete a transfer degree program and 
about 8% expected to earn an occupetipjjjil degijee. Over 34% of the 
combined total who responded to QuesfTtfn 5 planned to complete a two- 
year program. v ' < 

When asLed whether they achieved their stated purpose (Question 
6), almost 64% of the total of 1,027 respondents answered "Yes" and 
about 36% "No" (Toble III, p. 13). Comparing the responses of the , 
graduated and non-graduated students, almost 93% of the total grad- 
uated and over 59% of the total non-graduated believed'^ that they

graduated students who returned questionnaires. Of these, the 495 
who said they achieved their sta^d purpose at Loop also rated their 
experience at the College as follows: 123, or almost 25%, judged it 
excellent; 241 , or 49%, good;, 9D, or 18% average^ 41, or 8%. thoughts 
their experience was below, average. Of the ^41 non-graduated who^^^ 
responded to both questions but said they did not achieve their , 
stated purpose, .65, or 19%, sj:ill rated their experience as excellent; 
139, or 41%, goDd; 65, or 19%, average; and 72, (fr 21%, below average. 

Also," there were 790 valid, non-graduated fcesponses to both 
Questions 6 and 19.1 combined, or 84% of th6 total of non-graduatjed 
questionfiaires returned.

A last example of the kind of Information contai'ned^ in Table IV-A: 
Considerihg a total of '319 non-graduated students who did not achieSte 
their purpose, 225, or almost 71%, said they wer6 planning to returnV 
to Loop College.. This surprisingly large p^c^ntage would seem to In- 
dicate that although these students^did not >^ach their objective they 
did not leave school because they were dlss^isfied with the College 
(Questions 6.0 and 12»0). This interpretation is further supported by 
the data that almost 79% of the non-graddates who did not achieve their 



purpose found their experience' at Loop to be average or better (Ques- 
tions 6.0 and 14.0) and that almost 90';: of the non-achievers would 
recommend this College to olthers who might bT2 planning Ito attend 
(Questions 6.0 and 19.1). jfhe inature of transient- type enrollment at.

Starting in Fall 1971, a Loop College Student Sel f-Studv and Cur- 
riculum Survey questiorlnaire was prepared almost gvery semester by the 
Office of Planning* Research and Evaluation. Different forms of this 
questionnaire, which were designed for the special requirements of each 
registration period, were administered to nearly every student that en- 
rolled.' All of the student reponses have been analyzed to date and are ■ 
providing useful, longitudinal research data on a broad range of student 
characteristics. A variety of studies and sets of profiles are being 
developed from this data source. 

For the purposes of this study, separate profiles of the charact- 
eristics of both the non-graduated and graduated former students have 
been prepared, based on the Fall 1972 Self-Study and Curriculum Survey . 
A sample of the Self-Study questionnaire is included in Appendix V, pages 
62-65. Separate profiles have also been prepared, for both the non-grad- 
uated and graduated groups, which are based on their responses to quest- 
ionnaire items in the present Survey of Former Loop Col luge Students (See 
Appendix I, pages 49-53). The combined set of four profiles offers^ 
.some very basic data on Loop College student characteristics which will 
be used for further study (See Supplement IV). 

Additional ref^re^ice data displays the detailed or individual res- 
ponse^.Ho each item, on both the Self-Study and Former Student question- 
naires, of each student in the respondent population surveyed for this 
inter-semester follow-up study.
